The two kinds of nets. used in 
catching sea fish’ are‘ the drift net 
and the trawl. ‘The former, hung by 
corks from the surface and weighted 
by leads, ‘is ‘uged ‘for. the ‘capture of 
shoaling fish, such ‘as herring and 
mackerel." ‘The trawl, in’ which are: 
taken fiat’ fish’ suchas soles, plaice; 
turbot, as. well’ as many other bot- 
tom-haunting varieties, resembles an 
immense open purse, and is dragged 
along the sea fioor.  - 

It fs principally by means of the 
trawl that the stocks ‘of our fish- 
mongers are replenished, and ‘trawi- 
ing goes on all the year round. 

The trawl inet" {s dragged | behind 
the ship by an arrangement of ropes, 
and if you consider the matter for 
& ‘moment: you must realize two 
pointe—that it will be impossible to 
trawl'in very deep water; and that, 
for trawifug, the’ sea dottom must 
be fairly ‘smooth. If it/is not, the 
trawl gets broken or tangled up; and 
perhaps lost altogether. 

Trawiers rarely work in more than 
fitty fathoms—300 feet— of water. 
This means that they are confined to 
those parts of the sca which do not 
exceed this depth: 

This is the reason why the North 
Bea ts such a favorite fishing ground 
in Europe. The! North Sea is al- 
most three times the size of England 
and ‘Wales,.yet it is so shallow that 
in’ almost any part a building as’ 
high as St. Paul's Cathedral, London, 
would show ‘its dome above the 
surface, . 

There are rich banks of huge ex- 
tent around Iceland, but the great- 
est are around Newfoundland, and 
are so rich that fishing vessels con- 
gregate there from America, France, 
and “Great Britain, as well. as 
Canada. a 
These banks are very interesting, 
for they are-shallows which over- 
hang the abysmal depths which fall 
quite close by to as much as 4,000 
fathoms, or more than four miles 
sheer depth. 

There are fine banks all along the 
Greenland coast, and plenty of fish 
on them. But here trawling ts im- 
possible, for the icebergs have cov-

“The Rockefeller Foundation’ has 
decided’ that In no more funda- 
mental way can it contribute to pro- 
greas than by helping strategically- 
Placed “medical schools, in’ various 
parts of the world to increase their 
resources and to ‘Improve their 
teaching and research,” says the/Re- 
view. . “The United States has a 
médical school for every milifon and 
a quarter. of inhabitants; »Canada 
one for every 900,000. South of the 
boundary! there Is one medical stu- 
dent; for every 8,000. of! population; 
north of the Hine the ratio is one to 
3,700.18 9 , ' 

“When it comes to doctors, the 
situation is reversed. The States 
have one doctor to.720; the Domin- 
fon one to 1,050. This 1s tobe ac- 
counted for largely by two things: 
emigration. of Canadian doctors, and 
the very ‘large output of American 
doctors during the era of the old 
proprietary schoola. f 

“It 1s estimated that Canada needs 
eachi year 300 new doctors. Existing 
medical schools are easily ablé-to 
Drovide this number. The obviovs 
need’ {s to increase the resources’ of 
the Btrategically placed schools. To 
help” in) meeting this’ outstanding 
need in medical education in Canada, 
@ total of $3,000,000 haz been vote 
to four schools: Dalhousie Unive:

“A new. attitude toward diseaso

Newspaper In Shorthand. 

The Kamloops Wawa, issued In an 

outlying locality of the Frazer River 
District, in British Columbia, is 
Printed in shorthand. 
The origin of this enterprising 
sixteen-page weekly newspaper arose 
through the labors of a French- 
Canadian’ priest named Le Jeune. 
While teaching himself the Indiana’ 
vocabulary he experienced dificuity 
in noting down the sounds used by 
the natives in pronouncing -their 
words.

On Le Jeune transposing certain 
religious works into shorthand, the 
instant popularity of the printed 
booklets, and the desire of the In- 
dians to learn the news of the day, 
prompted him to publish the week's 
happenings in phonetle shorthand. 
He printed a few sheets by means 0} 
a copying machine. After a few. 
months-he had special type cast, and 
the paper {s printed to-day on the 
machines of a jeurnal published in

‘The rise and fall of large bodies 
of water—a phenomenon to. which 
we have applied the name of tides— 
fs the result of the influence ex 
upon the earth by the moon and 
sun. es : 
Both pull or attract the earth in 
varying degrees, the power of ithe 
moon being about two and a quarter 
times as great as that of the sun. 
‘This attraction is-most evident in the 
fluid, portion of the earth's surface— 
the oceans and larger lakes, which 
are so affected that they bulge out- 
ward, forming a rising of the water 
on the side of the nearest the 
moon, and also on the ‘opposite side, 
with corresponding low water 
tween. 

The reason for extreme high tides 
at the times of the new and fall 
moon is because the moon is then in 
a line with the sun, and the water 
reacts to the combined pulls of both 
bodies. At the time of the first and 
third quarters of the moon this in- 
fluence is divided — the single-unit 
pull of the sun acting at right angles 
to the two and a quarter unit pull 
of the moon, thus diminishing mat- 
erlally the attraction exerted upon 
the earth and producing tides that do 
not rise nearly as high as the ones 
occurring during the times of the full 
or new moon.

With all the world’s scientific progress, health conditions to- 
day are neither better nor worse than they were 3,000 years ago, 
according to Dr. Robert Jaures, of Paris, who has just published 
the results of an examination of numerous Egyptian mummies that 
were buried along the Nile. : ‘ 

Not enly were there then existent discases that are now attrib- 
uted to microbes, but also there were malformations, Pott's. disease, 
rickets and flat feet, as well as corns and bunions. v 

In some of the bodies, Dr. Jaures found distinct evidence of 
tubercular lesions in lungs, while microscopic examinations of bard- 
ened tissues revealed cirrhosis of the liver, abscesses and gallstones. 

Not the least interesting discovery by Dr. Jaures was the fact 
that the ancient Egyptians were more sure-[ooted than the people of 
today, as was indicated by the fact that out of a thousand mummies 
examined, not 9 single case of fracture of thq foot or leg was found.

‘Energy of Sun 
Is Question 


» New York, Sept. 9: 9.—Tho © problem 
how to harness the energy of the sun 


so as to utilize it for the direct. bene-| the 


fit of man was presented to the chem- 
ists of the United States and Great 
Britain here to-day by Dr. L. H. 
Baekeland, honorary professor of 
chemical engineering in Columbia Uni 
versity. He was speaking at an in- 
ternational meeting of the Society of 
Chemical Industry of Great Britain 
and of the American Chemical Socie- 
i@ pointed out tho necessity of 
chemical research for the - advance- 
ment of American industry find warn- 
ed manufacturers ‘agains¢¥ulscontin- 
ulng that work during the present 
period of business depression. 

Speaking on the problem of how to 
ulllize the rays of the sun, he briefly 
told how these, rays acting upon plant 
Hfe produce sugars, starch, cellulose 
and other foods, He sald: “No sun, 
no crops, no life. So that, after all, 
the whole ving world is dependent 
upon a delicato photochemical reac: 
tion, 

“Our vast cola beds and our petrol- 
cum wells and our natural gas are 
merely the result of light enérgy stor- 
ed up from the plant or animal life of 
former geological .periods.. This, in 
itself, ought to Impress us with the 
enormous possibilities of photochem!- 
cal synthesis and yet, here is a ficid 
where the scientist or engineer has ac 
complished next to nothing. In the 
utilization of this marvelous energy, 
we have not gone beyond the art of 
making photographs.

“When {t comes to transforming. 
Nght energy into chemical synthesis 
we hare left thus far the monopoly of 
this agent to nature; wo have been 
acting as Rip Van Winkle. 

“Where Is the Farady, the Ampere, 
the Leonardo de’ Vincl; whera Is the 
Archimedes who shall show us how to 
use ‘the sun rays for charging our el- 
ectrical storage batteries, or who will 
teach us how to handle tho photo- 
chemical action of sunlight, or to em- 
ulate nature in her delicate’ synthesis 
of plant life? Who will ulilize this 
delicate method instead of our hither- 
to brutal processes of synthesis? 

“To the wide-awake manufacturer 
the present {ndustrial depression 
should bo an incentive to engage more 
chemists, to do more chemical re- 
search work, instead of laying off the 
men of thelr chemical staff, as has 
happened in‘too many Instances since 
wo Kol out of that fool's paradise of 
so-called ‘prosperity.’

Bishop Robins was once a mission- 
ary in India.

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Orangeville, Sept. 16.—Sensational 
testimony was given before Coroner 
R. W. Rooney here, by Rey. G. Gray, 
Anglican minister at Rosemount, in 
connection’ with the death of Robert 
Lee, a laborer, aged 60, In Mulmur 
township, August 23. 

Rey. Mr. Gray sald he was at the 
bedside half an hour before tho end 
came, when Lee, in a statement, sald 
“he was dying and that his wife had 
pecsoned fim.”

Freight Rates and Unemployment 


With a large part of the world's population idle or only partially 
efficient owing to wars or disturbed political conditions—with in- 
ventors in many parts of the world almost afraid to expose their in- 
ventions, organizers afraid to organize, capital hesitating to invest— 
a corresponding proportion of world production is missing. The 
total of goods available for the world is less than normal. Those who 
do not produce—speaking generally—cannot buy. Few purchasers— 
few sales; few sales—tittle employment. This is the great world- 
wide fundamental of the uncmpfoyment situation, 


; \ : 
™ The condition is international. Not local to Canada. If Canad- 
ian railway rates were a determining factor in making the sale. prices. 


‘of our’export goods, in other words, if Canadian prices were higher 


in international markets than the goods of our competitors, then rail- 
way rates would be contributing to unemployment in Canada by de- 
pressing our sales abroad, lowering the number of our customers and 
the orders coming to our prodicers, ‘ 


But in the first place the real cffect of freight rates on price 
making is a debatable point. This is proved; 


(1I)—By the fact that prices fell last fall after the rates were in- 
crcased, instead of raising, as the retail trades had prophesied. 


(2)—By the fact that a ten per cent. reduction on Western coal 
rates, offered in order to stimulate coal movements in the summer 


+ months, was followed by a drop in the coal tonnage offering instead 


‘of an increase, 


In the second place, assuming for the purpose of argument they 
di fave serious effect, Canadian export rates are lower and not high- 
er‘than the rates in countries with which Canada may be compared. 
Mile for mile, the haul from western Canadian points, the head of 
navigation, is cheaper than in the United States. The export rate 
on grain Is lower than it was last August, 


In other words, in international competition on her chief item of 
export, Canada is helped by her railway rates. So far as international 
trade is concerned, they are all evading unemployment rather than 
aggravating it. 


Inside Canada the same is true, although it is a very difficult 
point to prove or disprove. The railways of Canada are sincere in 


aE claiming that, by and large, goods are carried more cheaply in Can- 


ada than in the United States, “Canada had one blanket reduction 
of five per cent, last January, whereas there is still no decrease, nor 
immediate prospects of a blanket decrease in the United States. 


The Trend of Freight Rates .. 


With the exception of war and post war conditions; the whole 
tendency of freight rates in this country as in other progressive coun- 
tries of its kind, is downward. As Canada’s population rises, as our 
industries multiply and the density of traflic becomes more nearly like 
that of older countries, some of the principal costs of railway service 
can be subdivided among 2 great number of shippers and travellers, 
levying on each, therefore, a smaller fraction of these costs than be- 
fore. For 20 years prior to the war traffic was on the increase. For 
twenty years, therefore, the railways have been adjusting rates down- 
ward—quite apart from special decreases put In effect by the Board 
of Railway Commissioners. These revisions have been skilfully ap- 


plied by experienced practical economists—that is, by the freight traf. , 
fic experts of the railways, whose business it [s to know all brAnches, ;

ductions of rates. The difference in giving a reduction to a ‘key in- 
dustry’? rather than spreading over all kinds of goods is illustrated 
in the ease of a certain small railway, which by concentrating rate re- 
ductions on lumber, enabled the mills of that region to remain open 
and the people to remain at work, whereas if the effect of the reduc- 
tions had heen scattered over all the goods carried by that road, cach 
family would have been able to save a small handful of silver in a 
year—(provided the decreased rates had been passed on as decreased 
prices by storckeepers)—but there: would have been almost no em- 
ployment. 


So much for the day-to-day reductions arranged on thousands 
of articles by the traflic departments of the roads, In 1907 a sub- 
stantial reduction in eastern rates was made, In 191-4 a very material 
cut was applied to the West, so that the transcontinental lines enter- 
ed the war period with a depressed earning power. 


Now while all—even the railways—sce the desirability for low 
freight rates, there are certain limits beyond which no one urges re- 
ductions, -Of course there are theorists such as Mr. Bernard Shaw, 
who believed that all railway service should be free. But leaving 
aside views so far in advance, as yet, of public opinion, it is assumed 
by most people that a railway, will give best service at Icast cost, be- 
cause, of course, even free railways must be paid for by the taxpayer, 
when their managements are allowed to show their mettle by meeting 
the obligations of their properties out of their carnings. [tis usually 
recognized that these obligations fall into two groups: 


Group one—to pay their employees, to pay for current supplies 
such as coal, ctc., to pay for repairs and replacements, 

Group two—to pay such a wage or hire for the use of the capitat 
which built these railways as will make Canadian railway sccurities 
always desirable, and easily marketed, whether as bonds or stocks. 
This involves more than the mere payment of the established rate of 
dividend in the cost of privately owned roads, It. involves the earn- 
ing also of some surplus—a safety margin of income over expenditure 
which will assure investors of complete safety. This principle of 9 
surplus was delinitely established by the judgment of the Board of 
Railway Commissioners in 1914 under the chairmanship of Sir Henry 
Drayton and upheld by its judgment of 1920 when the matter was 
again, considered exhaustively. On this principle rests Canada’s abit- 


ity to enter the money markets where she may need and feel conti-- 


dent of bringing back funds for extending ber railways as she may 
require in the future. : 


War conditions, follawing the western and castern rate adjust- 
ments, brought the railway managements sharply up against these 
fundamental problems, Comparing the Government's figures fot 
1907 against 1919, the last year for which the-railway blue book is 
available, the wage bill of the railways rose 306 per cent., coal 345 
per cent., ties 320 per cent., but neither the volume of traffic or the 
sale of freight rates increased in comparable degree during that per- 
jod. The actual revenue per ton mile (which is the real proof or dis- 
proof of the matter) advanced only twenty per cent. over 1907. The 
year 1920 enlarged this discrepancy, although an increase of 35 per 
cent. on western lines and 40 per cent. in the east was supposed to 
yield enough additional revenue to mect the increased wages. The 
increased wages were effective from May 1—the increased rates not 
until September. The effectiveness of that increase depended on the 
volume of traffic remaining at a fairly high level. It did so for a 


time, then began to drop. Today it is very low. Nevertheless a five ~ 


per cent. decrease was applied in January,

Such economies cannot long be continued without eating too far 
into the broad safety margin which the Canadian roads maintain. 
Nothing but stackened speed of train and reduced Canadian industrial 
efficiency, can result if these savings have to be long continued. Fall- 
ing traffic still further aggravates the condition, Maintenance can- 
not continue to be sacrificed to protect the credit of our railway secur- 
ities. Neither can-be neglected, 


In May the managements approached the task of reducing thelr 
wage bills. For the first time in many years it-was the managements 
and not the men who were taking the initiative. They had been 


forced to adopt the war-time increases granted. in the United State’, 


where 92 per cent. of the members of the railway unions lie. There- 
fore when the reverse movement was undertaken in that country the 
Canadian roads at once gave due notice and a provisional and condi- 
tional decrease of roughly 10 per icent.—corresponding to the same 
movement in the United States—was put in effect, tentatively, as 
from July t5th, This reduction has not been accepted by the United 


States membership of the unions, where a yote is being taken on the - 


question; nor by the Canadian membership, who have applied for a 
Board of Conciliation. Every resource of the managements will be 
used to sustain this imperatively necessary and only too moderate re- 
duction ‘of their wage bills—which account for sixty per cent. of the 
cost of operation—thcy are compelled to regard the matter.as still un. 
settled and therefore not to be considered as a basis for the reduction 
of railway rates, a view which a majority of the Board of Railway 
Commissioners has just expressed in its judgment, % : 


In Conclusion 


The railway managements welcome deflation of railway rates, | 


and are Working steadily toward that end. On two grounds, howe 
ever, they asked that any general decrease be deferred: 


First—Becaust the so-called wage decreases are not yet assured 
and cannot be until the parallel decreases in the United States, where 
92 per cent, of the union membership lies (and where no generai 
freight rate reductions have been ordered) are settled. 


Second—Because the volume of traffic in the immediate future 
is problematical and any,scrious decline, if coupled with a decrease in 
rates, would have very grave cffect on even the most favorably situs 
ated managements. #, 


The railways have spoken against blanket decreases on the grounds 
that it would be in the interests of the country as a whole to concen- 
trate any bencticial effect to be expected on “key commodities’’ rather 
than distribute them over all classes of goods, thereby benefitting only 

» the distributors. 


They have been actuated throughout by the desire to assist in the 
(Process of deflation, objecting only wken that process might seem to 
sthreaten their solvency and injure thens, and through them, the ulti

A Mountain of Copper. 

One of the greatest feats ever 
attempted fn metal mining is now 
belng carried out {n America. 

At Bisbee, In. the State of Arizona, 
there is a hill known as Sacramento 
Hill, which {s composed of copper ore 
and contains an immense amount of 
valuable metal. American mining ex-|_ 
Derts haye set themselves the task of | * 
digging away the whole of this hill 
in the next sixteen ycars and recover- 
ing its copper. 

Forty million cubfe yards of ma- 
terial will have to be removed, and 
{¢ {s expected to recover ‘from it 
twenty-five million tons of copper 
ore, which wif yield a thousand mil- 
llon pounds of pure metal. Already 
the miners are at work, and over five 
million cuble yards have been dug 
away. Seven huge steam shovels are 
employed for the purpose, and ffteen 
locomotives haul the material away 
as it is dug out. sit 

Tho digging gocs on at three dif- 
ferent levels—sizty, forty-five; and 
thirty-five feet in height—and six- 
teen miles of railroad connect these 
with the waste dumps where'the ma- 
terial is stored ready for crushing 
and the' extraction of the metal.

Ants as Gardeners, 

Amongst insects few show such 
great intelligence as ants, The work- 
era Siave-many important duties 
allot to them, one being that of 
looking after the eggs. These they 
carry to different parts of the nest 
as the temperature varios, so that 
they may all hatch out properly. 

When the eggs are hatching these 
industrious insects help the babies to 
get out of their cases, and give them 
thelr first wash by licking them all 
over as soon as they are free. 

Ants are very particular to keep 
their nests clean, and all dead bodies 
and refuse are carried out immed!- 
ately. 

In China ants are used to'keop the 
orange groves freo from a very de- 
structive worm whfch infests the 
trees. 

The natives capture the Insects by 
holding the mouth of-a lard bladder 
close to their nests. The ants are 
then put in the branches of the 
orange trees, bamboo poles being laid 
from one tree to another so that the

Secret is Out 
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FO-DAY King George simply 
‘could not. afford to enter- 

tain, or be entertained’ by a 

ims great European monarch, 
rding to a retired member of the 
Royal Household, writing in An- 
Swers. The same anonymous digni- 
tary is authority for the statement 
that the Prince of Wales Is the rich- 
est member of the royal family, but 
even he has to save up thousands of 
pounds against the day of marriage, 
when an establishment will have to 
be set up. 3 

And to save is not an casy thing 
for the Heir Apparent to do under 
present conditions. The prince's tours 
cost him far more than the sum vot- 
ed by Parliament for these purposes. 
The visit of the prince to Canada and 
the United States\cost him at Icast 
$50,000.more than\the Parllamen- 
tary yote. 

The poorest member of the royal 
family is Queen Alexandra. Her 
majesty’s allowance from the state 
is $350,000 per annum, but that falls 
far below the cost of maintaining 
Marlborough House and Sandring- 
ham. Although living in comparative 
retirement, the Queen Motheg’ is 
only just able to make both, fds 
meet; and that she could not dd but 
for her private resources, which are 
by no means large. rs 

The cost*of living has hit the pal- 
aces and refuses to come down. ‘One 
Teason is that members of the house- 
holds hold that amount to perman- 
ent Government appointments; the 
King cannot discharge them and 
they must be pensioned: or otherwise 
fully compensated. The increase in 
wages and salaries has been nearly 
$100,000 per annum over the 1914 
figure. Allowances for board are up 
365,000 per annum and the annual 
laundry bill has jumped from’ $25,- 
000 to $55,000. 3 

The Queen's dress bill¢ amount to 
less than $3,500, because pre-war 
dresses are altered and few new ones 
purchased. The Princesa Mary has 
ordered but six new dresses since 
the armistice. The King has not 
ordered one new sult since coming 
out of khaki Menus are rigorously 
cut down. Special trains are no 
longer used when their majesties 
travel. : 

Although the income recebred by 
his majesty from the state is $2,350,- 
000 per year, very hard times aro 
being experienced. by the whole) 
Toyal family, High as well as 
high prices affect them. Not a 
Denny of the $2,350,000 reaches’ the 
King’s private purse to-day; in the 
best times the saving was never 
more than $125,000. To-day, tke 
King spends annually $125,000 out 
of his own private income to meet 
expenses that cannot possibly be cut 
down. i < 

In only one factor is there. a 
saving. There are few royal visits 
to be exchanged. Before the war 
at least one of the more prominent 
monarchs had to be entertained and 
one or another visited each year. 
The visit of a reigning. monarch 
to the English court used to cost the 
King $50,000, this being over and 
above state grants. The entiro cost 
of a visit to a foreign capital used 
to be borne by the King and amount- 
ed to about $25,000. There are few 
“first-class” monarchs Jeft and this 
drain on the private resources of the 
House of Windsor is eliminated. 

To show how closely the neeé@ for 
economy comes home, the: royal 
breakfast table at Buckingham Pal- 
ace used to have Russian tea for 
King George, at twelve shillings a 
pound. This favorite sort is now un- 
obtainable and His Majesty drinks 
water for breakfast instead. Boiled 
haddock, frult and a glass of water 
is the sovercign’s breakfast. The 
menu has been reduced from six 
to three Items, and the dinner menu 
from twelve to four, except when 
thelr majesties entertain.

The Brotherhood wa not 
charged with disruptive or schismatic policies ; its labor poli 
apparently; are identical with those, or are those, enunciated 
by the Trades Congress itself; the one and only reason for the- 
expulsion was because the Brotherhood is a Canadian organiz- 
ation and insisted upon so continuing. a 
Whatever action the Brotherhood may. take, the,Congress 
has openly embraced a policy which will, if persisted in, ulti- 
mately destroy it. “The expulsion of a body of Canadian work- 
~ ers, some 12,000 strong, shows that the Canadian Trades Con- 
gress is not 2 Canadian federation at all, and the more the or- 
ganized workers in Canada-turn over the facts of this case in 
. their minds, the more clearly will that be realized. The trend 
i of these times is strongly towards the assertion of their national

Beede, well-known local astronomers 
have ‘anngunced their belief in the 
discovery of life on the moon, hither- 
to regarded as a dead planet, Afr. 
Beede operates one of the largest tel- 
escopes .in Ohio, — All three are rec- 
ognized observers, 

“We found a beautiful fleecy ef- 
fect from one mountain to another,”” 
said Mr. Chase, “‘and agreed that one 
of the: mountains we had seen was 
Aristarohs, from which » cloud exten- 
ded to Herodotus, We found a 
mountain that glitters, and is ¢com- 
posed probably of crystals, We also 
observed a streak of light with chang- 
ing colours between it, and Herodotus, 
which would indicate we had discover- 
ed a low form of vegetation. 

“We also saw an apparently per- 
manent rock formation, but which we 
believe might be somé substance being 
thrown out by ‘craters, This fact 
would further indicate existence of 
life on the satelite.” 

Mr. Chase said their study of the 
moon followed reports by Prof: Pick- 
ering, of Harvard, who said he had ob- 
served white patches on the edge of

COMPANY’ DESTROYED IN EARLY MORNING FIRE— 
HEAVY LOSS — MAIN DRIVE BELT IN POWER HOUSE 
FOUND TO HAVE BEEN CUT.- : 

The village of Marmora, which has on several occasions been visited 
by disastrous fires, was at an early hour this (Saturday) morning, again 
fire-swept. At about one o'clock a blaze broke out in the large woollen 
mill building, the property of the Pearce Company, and in a few minntes 
tho! building was enveloped in flames. 

‘ f DRIVE BELT CUT. 

Nearby was the power house of tho Pearce Company which gener- 
ates power for operating the company’s saw milf and other concerns, and 
this building was also destroyed. This building, it was stated, could 
have been saved, had it not been for the fact that the 12-inch belt which 
drives the generator and a large pump was found to be cut in two. This 
rendered the water pump uscless. Ei 

~The fire fighters of the village Were soon upon the scene and did all 
in their power to. prevent the flames from spreading. 

About one hundred yards distant from the burning building was situ- 
ated the stables of the Peace Company and.these became ignited and 

were destroyed, although the wind at the time was blowing in an opposite 
direction from the scene of the power house and-woollen mill fire. 
FURNITURE BURNED. 

Stored in the woollen’ mill was a considerable quantity of furniture, 
the property of the Misses Pearce. ‘This furniture had recently been 
bronght from Toronto and had been stored in the mill pending the com- 
pletion of a new house, 

. INUENDIARY INDICATIONS. 

There is every reason to believe that the fre was of incendiary origin 
and this theory appears to be proven by the cut drive belt. 2215 also sur- 
mised that the stables were set on fire. :

The power house destroyed furnished lighting power to the village 
and eléctric energy for other purposes previous to the Hydro Electric 
Power.

Failure to Get Tariff Protection From 
Pyashington and Cheap Labor 
Obtainable in Calcutta As- 
signed as Reasons for 
Decision. 


New York, Sept. 23.—Officlals of 
the. American Manufacturing Com- 
pany, one of tho largest makers of 
bagging in tho United States, to-day 
announced that they would move their 
plants to Calentta, India, — be- 
cause of cheaper Jabor to be hired 
thero and the failure to obtain tariff 
protection, 

More than 5,000 operatives, em- 
ployed in the company’s planta in 
Brooklyn, St. Lious ancdk Charlestown, 
S.C., will be thrown out of work by 
this move, it ix stated. The machin- 
ery will be dismantled and shipped to 
Calcutta, where the company has pur- 
chased thirty-five acres of land. The 
new manufacturing plant, it is estim- 
ated, will cost about $4,000,000. . 

Andrew Gratz, head of the concern, 
said that in Calcutta mill operatives 
could be obtained for 10 to 15 cents a 
day. Because raw material for the 
bagging is grown in India, production 
costs will be also greatly reduced he 
said,

That 
a city of 100,000 can depend entirely 
upon motor vehicles Yor transit, as 
Des Moines is today, proves that 
trolley cars are not indispensable and

Des Moines’ street car system,) 
having lost money for many years, 
7 jhaving gone Into the hands of a re- 
celver, granted a raise in fare from 
five cents to eight cents and finally, 
having continued Josing money at the 
rate of from $25,000 to $50,000 a month 
has been discontinued, and the prop- 
erty offered for sale.

Nothing’ daunted, | Hearne set out 
again jn February, “April saw the 
new party scouring the barren lands 
for food, and'in November he was 
back again, without any copper but 
with reports of new tribes and hunt- 
ing grounds, which was what Norton 
wanted. : ; 

In December Norton set out again 
with the redoubtable Chipewyan 
great chief, Matonabbee.. On June 
12,.1771, they camped beside the 
“Far-Away-Metal river,” alias the 
Coppermine. Next day the Chipew- 
yana daubed on the war paint and, 
attacking a camp of sleeping Eski- 
mos, massacred them all, in spite of 
Hearne’s /pleadings. ~ On July) 17 
Hearne stood on the shores of the 
Arctic Ocean, the first white man to 
see that ice-laden’ expanse, but he 
was sick at heart with the memory 
of the terrible slaughter of the hap- 
less Eskimos. The next summer he 
returned to Churchill and, on his re- 
ports, the company hastened ‘to oc- 
cupy' the half-continent which he had 
discovered. Next year Norton died 
and Hearne became governor. He 
found no copper, but added to Can- 
ada an area half as large as Euro- 
pean Russia. ‘
